Christians pounded the coastal town of 
Enfe again today, trying to complete 
the takeover of the northern province 
of Koura, where 1,500 persons have 
died in five days of savage fighting. 
Enfe is reported to be the last 
Moslem-held town in the province as 
the Christians continue to push out of 
their enclave north of Beirut after 
throwing back a Moslem drive into the 
Christian heartland Monday. 
The 
Moslems 
accused Syria of 
helping in the Christian assault. The 
leftist-controlled 
Beirut 
radio 
said 
Friday that Damascus added three 
motorized battalions to its forces in 
Lebanon. The radio said Syrian ar­ 
tillery was shelling the Moslem-held 
southern port of Sidon. 
Beirut radio said the shelling caused 
many 
ca su a lties 
and 
extensive 
damage, and said the American-owned 
refinery at the port was burning. The 
report said the artillery prevented 
firem en 
from 
getting 
near 
the 
refinery, owned by Mobil, Caltex and 
other American companies. 
Palestinians and Moslem leftists 
attacked 
C hristian 
positions 
in 
Beirut’s port 
area and downtown 
banking district. But security forces 
said the attack was repulsed. 
The battle continued Friday for Tai 
Zaatar, the Palestinian refugee camp 
in southeast Beirut which has been 
under heavy Christian assault for 17 
days. Christian officers said the 
defenders only have one high building 
left under their control. They said if 
that building is taken, the camp could 
be overrun in 24 hours. 
The Soviet Union on Friday indicat­ 
ed the 13,000 Syrian troops Lebanon 
should withdraw. 
In its strongest 
statement on the war so far, Moscow 
backed the Palestinians saying: “The 
involvement of Syrian military units in 
lebanon has further aggravated the 
situation,” the Soviets said. 
The statement contradicted claims 
from Damascus that the Soviet Union 
was backing Syrian intervention in the 
14-month Lebanese war, which has 
killed an estimated 32,000 persons. 
The Syrians stepped in when the 
leftists appeared to be winning, and 
have been supporting the Christian 
side. However, there was speculation 
Friday that Damuscus might be rever­ 
sing its stand and trying to rein in the 
Christians now that they are on the 
offensive, in order to restore balance 
and get both sides to negotiate an end 
to the fighting.

Rhodes Vetoes 
Bill Ending 
Mechanic Lien 


COLUMBUS, Ohio ( A P ) - Gov. 
James A. Rhodes has vetoed a bill that 
seeks to protect homeowners and 
home purchasers from liabilities that 
can be incurred under Ohio’s so-called 
mechanics lien law. 
The governor said Friday the 
legislation fails to accomplish its in­ 
tended purpose. 
At the same time, he said he will 
urge the 112th General Assembly to 
enact 
a similar bill that 
doesn’t 
contain “the defects” of this year’s 
legislation. 
In his veto messsage, Rhodes noted 
the vetoed bill provides a method for 
the owner of residential real estate to 
convey his interest in the property free 
and clear of liens. 
The owner would prepare and record 
a notice of intent to transfer real 
property free of liens unless they were 
filed within 15 days after the notice of 
intent is recorded. 
“The purpose of this section is good; 
however, the result will create rather 
than 
solve 
problem s 
for 
the 
homeowner,” the governor said. 
He said uncertainty would result if a 
homeowner filed his 
intention 
to 
transfer and changed his mind, and 
added that the effect would be that no 
m echanics 
liens-such 
as 
those 
representing 
bills of 
unpaid 
con­ 
tractors or subcontractors could ever 
be filed after the 15-day period. 
’’Therefore, many reputable con­ 
tractors, material men, and other 
suppliers will provide their work and 
services on a cash basis only because 
of the possibility that if they are not 
paid, they would not have mechanics 
lien as a remedy. Such a result will 
create 
a 
hardship 
on 
m any 
homeowners desiring to improve their 
homes,” Rhodes said. 


Lungren said Mrs. Nixon still has 
weakness and some loss of feeling in 
her left arm, left leg, and the left side 
of her face. He said her speech 
remains slurred and she can walk only 
with assistance. 
Although the former First Lady is 
still partially paralyzed from the 
stroke, doctors say her blood pressure 
has returned to normal. 
Former President Richard M. Nixon 
spoke to reporters after visiting his 
wife Friday and said he is optimistic 
about his wife’s recovery.

She’s a fighter. She isn’t giving up. 
That, combined with the excellent care 
she’s been receiving from doctors, 
means she will have a full recovery.”

Upheld In A ngola 


LISBON, Portugal (AP) — Death 
sentences for one American and three 
British mercenaries have been upheld 
by Angolan President Agostinho Nato 
despite appeals by President Ford and 
Queen Elizabeth 
II, 
according to 
Portuguese government officials. 
President Ford said Friday he was 
shocked by Neto’s action and hoped the 
Angolan president would reconsider. 
“The death sentence is unjustified 
by the facts presented at (the mer­ 
cenaries’ trial)...and unwarranted by 
international law,” Ford said. “We 
will continue to use every available 
means in urging President Neto to 
reconsider his decision.” 
Queen Elizabeth II and other in- 
temationnal figures appealed to Neto 
to commute the death sentences. The 
British Foreign Office had no im­ 
mediate comment on Neto’s decision 
and said they had received no reply to 
the queen’s appeal.

CINCINNATI (AP) —A new study of 
black rioting during the 1960s refutes 
the 1968 Kemer Commission report 
and suggests the commission's re­ 
searchers exagerrated findings to 
stress the need for social reform. 
Dr. Abraham Miller, associate 
professor of political science, said the 
Kemer report depicting black rioters 
in the 1960s as among the better edu­ 
cated and higher paid of urban blacks 
should be dismissed as inaccurate and 
misleading. 
Miller, who headed another research 
team which used much of the same 
material, and more than that gathered 
by the Kemer researchers, reported 
that blacks who participated in the 
riots tended to be younger, less 
educated and from less stable homes 
than those who did not participate. 
The Cincinnati team suggested that 
the educational and financial 
at­ 
tainments of blacks who participated 
may have been exagerrated by 
researchers of that decade to stress 
the need for social reform. 
“The creation of a mythology not 
only made the rioters appear to be 
something they were not, but hindered 
our understanding of the diversity 
among American blacks in the protest 
of social conditions.” Miller said.

VALLEY FORGE, Pa. (AP) — 
Twenty-one mules, veterans of the 
bicentennial wagon train, have been 
purchased for $200 each by a group 
concerned that the mules might end up 
as dog food. 
The Women’s Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
bought the animals before they could 
reach the auction block. 
Robert Hudson, executive director of 
the society, said those were the only 
animals whose fate was in doubt. 
“We bought the mules to eliminate 
any possibility of these animals being 
slaughtered and used for dog food,” 
said Hudson. “Also, we wanted to 
prevent their being used as novelty 
animals by people who have no 
knowledge how to care for them.” 
Many Pennsylvanians, including 
Gov. Milton Shapp, had expressed 
concern over the fate of the animals, 
who drew a line of covered wagons to 
Valley Forge for Fourth of July cele­ 
brations. There had been reports that 
dog food brokers would be at the 
auction. 
“The American Bicentennial spirit 
was perfectly captured by cross­ 
country trek Bicentennial Wagon 
Train,” Shapp said in a telegram to the 
Marland C. 
France 
Stables 
in 
Doylestown, Pa., site of the auction. 
“(I) Urge your every precaution 
that these animals sold to buyers who 
will insure their lives are lived out with 
dignity, rather than be mere food for 
dogs.” 


Hudson said the agency’s board 
of directors authorized him to buy the 
mules from Pat Doran, who had 
traveled with the train from Blaine, 
Wash. 
Hudson said he and other SPCA 
officials had interviewed every horse 
and mule owner in Valley Forge and 
found that only Doran planned to put 
animals up for public auction.

Missing Records Hinder Tag Probe 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Missing 
records from the Bureau of Motor 
Vehicles may hinder collection of a 
$69,027 shortage charged to a former 
deputy auto registrar. 
In a copyrighted story Thursday, the 
Elyria Chronicle-Telegram said the 
shortage was charged by the bureau to 
Fred Gosney of Columbiana village for 
auto tags sold by him in 1974. 
Gosney is the son of Don Gosney, an 
aide to Rep. Wayne L. Hays and county 
Democratic party chairman. 
An examiner checking the Gosney 
account for state Auditor Thomas 
Ferguson confirms a shortage of about 
$50,000. But, the examiner said “ the 
Gosney audit is now at a standstill 
because we cannot find records for 
about $20,000 worth of tags.” 
Ferguson, while neither confirming 
nor denying the exact amount, said 
there is a shortage, but, “ the exact 
amount can’t be determined until the 
audit is completed, and it’s difficult to 
complete the audit until we have the 
missing records.” 
The $69,027 shortage for 1974 
business is the second claimed by the 
BM V against Gosney. The first time, 
the bureau demanded $97,000 due it for 
1973 business at the agency. Gosney 
repaid that amount in December 1974. 
The Gosney family operated 
a 
business known as Gosney Company 
Inc., which, the day the 1973 shortage 
was repaid, sold over IOO pieces of 
property in Columbiana County to Cra­ 


vat Coal Co. of Cadiz for $300,000. The 
land sold was valued for tax purposes 
at $10,220, according to Columbiana 
County records.

PIA IN S, GA., - “ I fell like I’ve 
been in a long, long tunnel,” says 
Rosalynn (Mrs. Jim m y) Carter with a 
sigh. But today she can see the lights of 
New York — of Madison Square 
Garden — at the other end. And she 
can see her husband there. That’s nice. 
“ I ’ve missed him,” she says softly. 


For almost 15 months, Kosalynn 
(Rose-a-lin) has been 
stomping 
America for Jim m y, living out of a 
suitcase — “ I used to carry two suit­ 
cases, but then I got smaller hair 
rollers” — shaking hands sometimes 
18 
hours 
a 
day, 
spreading 
her 
message: “ Never has a candidate 
been nominated for President without 
bargaining and dealing. Now we have 
a chance to elect a man with no 
obligations to anyone.” Only on 
weekends, sometimes, she saw that 
man, when they’d grasp a few hours 
together to unpack and repack, walk in 
the fields together with 8-year-old 
daughter, Amy. And the security 
guards. 
“ I don’t remember ever not knowing 
Jim m y,” she says. They grew up 
together in the little town of Plains. 
And she can’t remember ever being 
away from him more than she has 
throughout their campaign for his 
nomination. Even when he was in the 
Navy, and at sea five days a week. 
She’s even missed arguing with him. 
Though Rosalynn 
always appears 
sweet and calm and composed, she and 
Jim m y “ always have argued,” she 
says. “ I remember after the first 
argument sitting on the floor in front of 
the stove in the kitchen crying one day, 
shortly after we were married. I 
haven’t any idea what we were 
fighting about, though.” She thinks 
arguing is healthy. “ It clears the air. It 
gets the tensions out.” And then 
there’s the making up. Real good. 
Rosalynn has worked since she was 
13 years old. “ I came home from camp 
that summer, and Mother told me that 
Daddy had leukemia. I really loved my 
daddy, and I remember that as a very 
sad, very traumatic time. Jim m y’s 
mother took care of him, gave him the 
injections he needed.” (Jim m y’s 
mother, Mrs. James Earl Carter — 
known in Plains as “ Miss Lillian” — 
was a nurse.) “ The night Daddy died 
she took me to the Carters’ house. We 
had that kind of relationship.” 
At 13, Rosalynn was the oldest of 
four children. Her mother depended on 
her not only to take care of the younger 
ones but to help in a dressmaking 
business she set up in their home. 
Rosalynn also worked in a beauty 
salon. “ It was a very hard time,” she 
remembers. 
But it 
shaped her 
character. She values the work ethic, 
and knows it as the way to a 
meaningful life. “ Our sons (Jack, Chip 
and Jeff, now grown and all successful 
family men) worked hard on the farm 
from the time they were tall enough to 
reach the back of a truck.” Daughter 
Amy didn’t come along till Rosalynn 
was 40, and “ she’s very special, she 


doesn’t do the hard kind of work that 
the boys did.” But Amy has her own 
sewing machine and, with 
her 
mother’s help, makes simple clothes. 
And her money-making project is her 
lemonade stand in Plains. Unfor­ 
tunately, the media from all over the 
country have dampened little Amy’s 
enthusiasm for the life of a soft-drink 
entrepeneur... 
“ Photographers buy her lemonade 
with their cameras focused on her,” 
Rosalynn says, smiling wistfully, “ and 
she’s started to hand the cups to them 
keeping her head way down, so they 
can’t get her picture. I think ifs a 
shame. Amy’s always been so well­ 
adjusted before. She was only 3 years 
old when Jimm y became governor of 
Georgia and we moved 
into the 
Governor’s mansion — so she’s cer­ 
tainly used to the attention of the 
press. But I think it’s finally gettin’ to 
her. She’s beginning to be distressed 
because somebody’s always waiting to 
ask her questions now and take her 
picture. A couple of weeks ago when 
we were going out to church, she said 
she’d slip out the back door and join us. 
I don’t want her to get that attitude, 
but I can’t blame her.” 
Rosalynn says that if Jim m y doesn’t 
win the election, “ I would have no 
regrets. We’ve all worked hard, all the 
Carters. I ’d have more regrets if we 
hadn’t worked and then lost the 
campaign. At least now we know we’ve 
done all we could and if we lose — well, 
we can go back to Plains with clear 
consciences. And we all love it here. 
It’s just so peaceful, and this is our 
house and our friends, and there’s a 


sense of stability and belonging that 
exists, for us, nowhere else.” 
And if they win, Rosalynn Carter will 
settle confidently in the White House. 
“ I know if I hadn’t been First Lady of 
Georgia for four years, the prospect 
would scare me to death,” she says. 
“ But I ’ve had that experience, and I ’m 
not afraid.” 
She has not yet seen the living 
quarters at the White House but, when 
asked if she and Jim m y would sleep in 
separate rooms, Rosalynn says, “ Well, 
in the Governor’s mansion there were 
two bedrooms for the Governor and his 
wife, and Amy had one of them. I 
suppose , we’d 
have 
the 
same 
arrangement.” They would attend a 
Baptist Church near the White House. 
She would travel a great deal around 
the country, listening to the people’s 
needs, and reporting them back to 
Jim m y. “ That is the way we have 
operated for years, we’re sort of 
partners, and I think it would con­ 
tinue.” 
Rosalynn Carter genuinely believes 
her husband would make “ a very fine 
President, with no political strings 
attached.

NB:W YORK (AP) - Wall Streeters 
are complaining about a 
malaise, 
which is a condition that exists in the 
stock market when nobody quite un­ 
derstands what’s in store for the 
future. 
About the only thing that market 
malaises have in common is that they 
are products of uncertainty, and that 
they persist until the uncertainty is 
removed. 
While the current malaise seems to 
have begun with uncertainty about the 
economy, Wall Streeters of late seem 
to be assigning a bit more of the blame 
to political uncertainty, about who will 
inhabit the White House and Congress. 
To lay the blame on the pols is a very 
save move, they being too occupied for 
the time being trying to protect 
themselves.

becomes 
suspicious of such explanations as 
being too convenient. 
When, for example, Jim m y Carter 
became almost a certainty for the 
Democratic nomination, you might 
have felt that uncertainty would have

been reduced, since at least one of the 
candidates was known. 


Not so; it increased the uncertainty, 
at least in the opinion of the portfolio 
strategy 
department of Goldman, 
Sachs & Co., which advised its custom­ 
ers: 


“ Since Mr. Carter increasingly is 
becoming a strong candidate in our 
view, investor uncertainty with regard 
to the 1977 outlook will increase.” 


The investment banking house 
argued that the combination of a 
Democratic president and Congress 
“ greatly increases the risk of ex­ 
cessive stimulus to the economy....” 
Inflation and wage and price controls 
might follow, it said. 


An analysis of this sort seems to 
ignore what a lot of Americans, in­ 
vestors included, are fully aware of — 
that the big deficits, inflation and price 
and wage controls of recent years have 
been mainly Republican. 
When not blaming the politicians, a 
favorite explanation for the malaise 
seems to be the general uncertainty 
about the immediate future of prices. 
A lot of Americans, they say, are 
fearful of more inflation. 
The third scapegoat is the Federal 
Reserve Board. Everyone on Wall 
Street eagerly awaits some signal 
about the money supply. Is it being 
tightened? Is it being loosened? 
Until a definite direction can be 
determined, say the analysts, the 
market isn’t likely to move very far.

The reduction of tooth decay by the 
addition of calcium lactate to sugar- 
containing cereal and snack foods has 
been observed at the University of 
Rochester in New York.

SAN FRANCISCO ( A P) - A former 
federal prosecutor and eight other 
persons have been indicted in an 
alleged scheme to bring prostitution 
and gambling to workmen along the 
trans-Alaska pipeline. 
The indictment returned Thursday 
in U.S. District Court here outlined an 
alleged 
conspiracy to 
set 
up 
a 
multimillion dollar sex and gambling 
racket with operations near several 
construction work camps at Valdez, 
the pipeline’s southern terminus. 
Among those indicted were Richard 
L. McVeigh of Anchorage — a former 
U.S. attorney and onetime state 
legislator in Alaska — and Alexander 
M iller of Fairbanks — an executive 
with Alaskan International Airlines, 
an ex-Democratic national com­ 
mitteeman and once a legislative 
assistant to former Alaska Gov. 
William A. Egan. 
The indictment followed a lengthy 
investigation that began with reports 
of widespead corruption aimed at 
tapping the high wages being paid 
pipeline workers. 
The seven-count indictment includes 
charges of conspiracy, using interstate 
facilities in the aid of racketeering and 
interstate transportation of women for 
the purpose of prostitution. 
The San Francisco indictment said 
several meetings were held here as 
part of a plan to supply the pipeline 
workers with prostitutes from Nor­ 
thern California. The proposed venture 
was supposed to net the defendants 
from $80,000 a month to $1 million in 
six months, the indictment said. 
An attorney for McVeigh and Miller, 
William Brockett of San Francisco, 
said Thursday, “ We are going to enter

Insects 
Attack 
Vegetables

If you haven’t checked your potatoes 
lately, better take another look. 
Surveys show that potato bugs are 
helping themselves. And, don’t forget 
the eggplants. They're working on 
them. too. 


Regardless of what you did earlier, 
like using a systemic insecticide, you 
can’t depend on it for season-long 
control of the Colorado potato beetle. 
Systems generally lose their punch the 
last part of June and early July, says 
R ichard 
M iller, 
Ohio 
S tate’s 
Entomologist. 


Other plants the pest feeds on are 
tom ato, tobacco, pepper, ground 
cherry, thorn apple, Jimson weed, 
henbane, horse nettle, petunia, cab­ 
bage, thistle, mullein, and after these 
are exhausted, there must be others it 
will tackle, Miller says. 


Homeowners plagued with the 
potato 
bug 
should 
use Sevin or 
Methoxychlor, a couple of insecticides 
easier for them to find in small 
packages. Be sure to read and follow 
directions on use. 
Chances are you won’t be bothered 
with com borer in your backyard row 
of peppers, but just in case you are, 
here's some suggestions. 
Sevin helps some, but Furadan 
seems to be more effective. Maybe you 
can find a small package at some of 
the garden centers or feed, seed and 
fertilizer stores. 
All products are labeled as to the 
crops they can be used on, so be sure to 
read and follow all label directions. If 
you’re not sure, ask the dealer when 
you purchase an insecticide. 
We have to be careful what we 
mention for homeowners to use in their 
vegetables, fruits, turfgrasses, etc., 
because very often many of the 
recom m ended pesticides come in 
large containers for commercial use. 
This makes it tough for the homeowner 
who needs only a few ounces for his 
cause. 
For example, 
Imidan is highly 
recommended in fruit orchards, but 
last year when the homeowner with 
only a few trees went looking for this 
product, he found it in 5-pound or 
larger packages. Since that would 
probably last the home orchardist 20 
years or more, he needed something 
smaller. 
Well, this year some of the stuff is 
being packaged in 1-pound containers 
so the homemaker can add it to his 
array of pest control supplies. At least 
we know it is available in 1-pound 
containers 
in 
Canton, 
Dayton, 
Cleveland, Tipp City, Cincinnati, 
Toledo, Painesville, Elyria, Mentor, 
and Youngstown. There m ay be 
others, so ask anyway.

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Potato Leafhopper 
Is Alfalfa Pest 


By GEORGE HAMRICK

The potato leafhopper is the most 
important leafhopper pest on alfalfa in 
Ohio. Both adults and nymphs (young) 
pierce the leaves and suck the plant 
sap. Plants become dwarfed and turn 
yellow. 


POTATO LEAFHOPPER 


Older plant leaves are characterized 
by various shades of red, pink, and 
purple. The hopperbum is recognized 
by 
a 
yellow-color 
“ streak in g ” 
beginning at the mid-rib and extending 
to the leaf margin in a V-shape. 
Adults are pale-green, wedge- 
shaped, winged insects approximately 
inch long. Within a few days of 
mating, females deposit white eggs in 
the alfalfa stems and larger leaf veins. 
Six to nine days following, eggs hatch 
into nymphs which are initially white 
becoming pale-green as they develop 
through the 
five 
molts. 
Egg 
to 
adulthood requires about 3 weeks. 
These leafhoppers migrate into Ohio 
usually about the time the first hay 
crop is being harvested. Consequently, 
infestations frequently build up on 
second and subsequent cuttings of 
alfalfa. 
Severely injured alfalfa may winter 
kill, permitting weeds and grass to 
take over the planting. According to 
the USDA there is less protein and 
vitamin A in leafhopper damaged 
alfalfa. 
The use of an insect sweep net aids in 
predicting damaging infestations. One 
leafhopper per net sweep justifies an 
insecticide application to prevent 


additional leafhopper build-up and 
alfalfa damage. I have a sweep net 
available for farmers to use. 


Sprays readily control leafhoppers. 
However, treatm ents should be con­ 
sidered preventive rather than a cure. 
Therefore, treat prior to yellow color 
sym tom s, if possible. Spray ap ­ 
plications should be made to the 
second or subsequent cuttings of 
alfalfa. Best results are obtained when 
new growth is 4-6 inches tall. 


Methoxychlor, malathion and cygon 
are all effective for controlling 
leafhopper infestations in alfalfa. Be 
sure to follow label recommendations. 
New Bean 
Drying Tried 


WOOSTER, Ohio (AP) — A new 
soybean drying method promises to 
cut down on overdried, cracked beans 
and those failing to germinate. 
Dr. M A. Sabbah, research associate 
at the Ohio Agricultural Research and 
Development Center, has found that by 
periodically reversing the air flow in 
an experimental batch bin dryer he 
was able to achieve more uniform 
drying throughout the bin. 


Conventional methods of drying 
leave beans closest to the air source 
overdried while those in the interior of 
the bin are still too wet at the end of the 
drying process. 


Sabbah, an agricultural engineer on 
leave 
from 
the 
U niversity 
of 
Alexandria in Egypt, found the best 
tim e interval for reversing the air flow 
was every three hours. He used Beeson 
variety soybeans for his testing and 
said his findings on optimum con­ 
ditions might vary according to the 
bean variety and moisture content. 


His 
new

was 
reviewed recently at the American 
Association of Agricultural Engineers 
annual meeting at the University of 
Nebraska.

become widespread on oats in Ohio 
during the past 3 to 4 weeks. 
Barley yellow dwarf, caused by a 
virus, was recognized as a serious 
disease of oats about 25 years ago, 
Wayne Ellett, 
Extension 
Plant 
Pathologist at The Ohio State 
University says. He says barley yellow 
dwarf (BYD) is present in Ohio every 
year but has been more prevalent and 
serious this year than any year since 
1959. 
The disease appears first as yellow- 
green blotches on the older leaves. 
TTiis is followed by a more complete 
discoloration. Leaves of some diseased 
plants often have a reddish cast, but 
there is usually a range from yellow 
through orange to red and purple, 
Ellett says. 
Stunting is a conspicuous symptom 
of the disease on all oats. Extent of 
stunting of a susceptible variety 
depends on the age of the plants when 
inoculated. If attacked in the seedling 
stage, plants may be severely stunted. 
Suppressed heading and blasting or 
sterility are results of the disease. 
Many of the flowers emerge from the 
root bleached and white, especially the 
basal flowers of the oat panicle, Ellett 
says. 
The virus that causes BYD of oats is 
transmitted to the plants only through 
the feeding of aphids. There are 
several known virus strains and 
several species of aphids carry and 
transmit the virus strains. Symptoms 
appear in I to 3 weeks following aphid 
feeding. A number of grasses, 
cultivated and wild, are hosts of the 
virus, but in Ohio, the virus is serious 
only on oats. 
The most effective control is the use 
of resistant varieties, says Ellett. 
However, none of the recommended 
varieties are immune, he says, but 
some have high resistance. Otee has 
the best resistance to BYD of any of 
the Ohio recommended varieties. 
Clintland 60 is most susceptible. Since 
the virus is neither seed-borne nor soil­ 
borne, 
cultural 
practices 
are 
inadequate in controlling the disease. 
Symptoms similar to BYD disease 
may be caused by other diseases or 
environmental factors. One similar 
disease is caused by the oat cyst 
nematode. This one is not known to 
occur in Ohio, Ellett says. It attacks 
the roots of host plants, restricting the 
uptake of water and nutrients. Poor 
growth in several spots in a field is 
usually the first symptom. Leaf tips of 
heavily attacked young oat plants may 
turn red or purple. As the infestation 
advances, stunted growth, wilting, 
poor root development and early plant 
death result. 
Phone Rate 
Hike To Take 
I M onth 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio BeU 
Telephone Co. will file its new tariff 
listing with the Public Utilities 
Commission of Ohio today and in­ 
cluded in that filing will be a reduction 
in the planned $3 increase in resi­ 
dential unlimited service. 
A PUCO spokesman said Thursday 
after the commission granted the 
company a $200 million rate increase 
that it probably would take Bell two 
weeks or more to file the new tariffs. 


An Ohio Bell spokesman said today 
that the company is acting as quickly' 
as it is because of the 20 months it took 
the PUCO to act on the latest increase. 
“We’ve got to get these new rates in 
effect as quickly as possible,” he said. 
Since the telephone company is filing 
its new tariff listing so quickly, the 
PUCO estimate that the rates would 
not become effective for two months 
may be cut by half or more, which 
means telephone bills could be effected 
as early as August. 
The spokesman also discounted 
reports that the company already is 
planning to file another rate increase 
application with the PUCO within the 
year. 
‘‘What Mr. Hugel (Ohio Bell 
President Charles E.) was saying was 
that if inflation continues we certainly 
will need another increase. Should it 
drop back to the levels of the 1960s, we 
won’t. We have to live with latest in­ 
crease for a while to determine its 
effect. No one has set any timetable for 
making a new increase application,” 
the spokesman said. 
The new tariff listing filed today will 
increase home telephone service by 
$2.70, not $3 as Bell originally wanted. 
Business service for the newly in­ 
stituted statewide measured service 
also will be less than originally 
planned. The increase will be down by 
35 cents to $3.50. That service in 
Columbus, for example, will now cost 
$26.10 for the first 80 calls and nine 
cents for each additional in a month. 
Bell will be offering a new service 
for residential cutomers under which 
30 calls a month may be purchased for 
a flat fee 50 cents less than the pre-in­ 
crease cost for unlimited service. That 
would be $7.50 in Columbus, for 
example. Calls over the 30-a-month 
limit would cost nine cents each, but 
the PUCO estimates 68 calls could be 
made at a cost less than that for 
unlimited service under the new rates. 


GI Benefit 
Cutback 
Bill Ready 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Congress is 
nearing passage of legislation halting 
most advance payments to veterans 
attending school under the GI bill. It is 
an effort to halt overpayments that 
have totaled more than $800 million in 
the past year. 
The proposal, which would not take 
effect until next year, is designed to 
eliminate all advance payments ex­ 
cept in hardship cases. 
With ll months of the past fiscal 
year tabulated, overpayments in the 
program totaled $813 million, nearly 
double the $446 million of the year be­ 
fore. Part of the increase was at­ 
tributed by Veterans Administration 
officials to publicity that brought to 
light numerous 
unknown 
over­ 
payments. 
At this point, $410 million is owed the 
government, compared with $60 
million uncollected in 1973, according 
to VA officials. 
The overpayments result from 
veterans dropping out of school or 
reducing their study load without 
notifying the VA to cease or reduce 
payments. The VA says it is 
recovering 76 per cent of all over­ 
payments. 
Congress voted in 1972 to pay GI Bill 
students at the start of each month and 
to give advance payments at the start 
of each school year to ease the 
problems veterans faced at enrollment 
time. 
The legislation to halt the advance 
payments is one paragraph tucked 
away 
in 
an 
appropriations 
authorization bill for the VA and other 
agencies. The bill includes a $60 
million reduction in the VA budget. 


Retail Sales Rise 
D uring Past Year 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Retail 
sales in the state rose five per cent 
over a year but dropped five per cent 
from the previous month after the 
register totals were counted in May. 
The Center for Business and 
Economic Research at Ohio State 
University released the figures 
Thursday. 
For the first five months of the year, 
sales by retailers increased 12 per cent 
over a similar period the year before. 
Motor vehicle dealers experienced 
the strongest surge of sales, 38 per 
cent, with the related automotive 
supply stores at a 29 per cent increase 
for year-to-year comparisons. Thir­ 
teen of 25 kinds of businesses checked 
declined over the year, but fuel 
dealers, state liquor stores and men’s 
clothing stores experienced lower 
sales in the first five months of 1976. 
Sales are checked in ll cities in Ohio.

Cracked in 
testing it was immediately recast by two Philadelphia 
mechanics.

Shift M ade 
In Viking 
Orbital Path 


PASADENA, Calif. (AP) — Vining I, 
in a holding pattern over Mars and 
awaiting clearance to land, has headed 
for the ‘‘Western Addition,” where 
scientists hope a smooth landing strip 
can finally be found. 


So that the orbiting spacecraft can 
photograph the still uncharted region, 
Viking’s rocket motor was fired briefly 
Thursday evening to shift its orbit 
westward. 


The “Western Addition,” a region on 
Mars’ surface not far from the Nor­ 
thwest site that now appears too 
hazardous for a landing, may be 
Viking’s touchdown target. Radar data 
shows the new area to be flat and 
smooth. If photographs taken tonight 
and Sunday agree, a landing could be 
made there July 22. 


Tile Western Addition is known to 
scientists only from pictures taken in 
1971 by Mariner 9. It has yet to be 
studied by the cameras of Viking I, 
which will show the area in much more 
detail. 
Next Tuesday, project officials will 
decide whether to go for a landing in 
the western area July 20 or head back 
to the Northwest site and put down on 
July 22. 
After the Western Addition is 
photographed, the next step will be to 
find an oval area about 150 miles by 60 
miles at which to aim the Viking 
lander. The lander flies by automatic 
pilot — it is too far away to be directly 
controlled from earth — and cannot be 
more accurately aimed than that. 
Viking had been scheduled to put 
down on July 4, but the landing had to 
be postponed while a suitable site was 
found.

Reds Take Pair From Pirates 


CINCINNATI (AP)—George Foster 
says baseball is like show biz. 
“The fans pay the money and want 
to be entertained. We’re just actors out 
there,” said the Cincinnati slugger 
Friday night after the Reds opened 
their largest lead of the season with a 
doubleheader sweep of the Pittsburgh 
Pirates. 
Foster lacked no flair for the 
dramatic, delivering a two-out, two- 
run single in the 10th inning to give the 
Reds a come-from-behind 12-11 victory 
in the opener. 
Act Two belonged to Fred Norman, 
the greybread of the Reds pitching 
staff. The 33-year-old lefthander 
scattered nine hits to extend the Reds 
season-high winning streak to seven 
games by taking the nightcap 2-1. 
The second largest regular season 
crowd in Cincinnati history—a throng 
of 53,328—turned out to watch the Reds 
keep even with their 1975 pace that 
produced a club record KW victories. 
“You got a glimpse of the Reds of the 
past,” said Foster after the team 
rallied three times in the opener. 
“We’re getting it together.” 
The sweep powered the Reds a full 
seven games in front of second place 
Los Angeles in the National League 
West. 
“The Dodgers have to be thinking a 
little more now,” said Ken Griffey, 
who supplied the game-winning hit in 


the nightcap, a run scoring single in 
the seventh. 
The Reds tested their Saturday 
mastery in today’s nationally televised 
game. Cincinnati, 22-3 on Saturdays 
last season, are 11-2 this year. Jack 
Dillingham, 6-6, faced John Cande­ 
laria, 7-4, in the 2:15 p.m. game. 
Cincinnati forged back from deficits 
of 3-0,9-8 and 11-9 in the opener, finally 
winning by staging a three-run rally 
with two out. 
Pinch hitter Bob Bailey singled to 
light the fuse and Pirates relievers 
Kent Tekulve and Larry Demery 
followed with three straight walks to 
force in a run. Foster then finished 
with a bases-loaded single off Rick 
I.angford. 
“When I’m swinging the bat good it 
really doesn’t matter who is out 
there,” said Foster, the National 
league’s RBI leader with 71. 
Griffey’s game-winning single in the 
nightcap ruined a bulldog-tough 
performance by losing pitcher Doc 
Medich, 5-7. 
“Right now things are just going our 
way,” said Griffey. "W e’ve got 
everybody back in the lineup and we 
are taking advantage of every little 
thing.” 
Doug Flynn keyed both Cincinnati 
rallies with singled to open the fifth 
and seventh, scoring both times. 
Norman, now 7-2 for the season and 29- 


7 lifetime at Riverfront, moved him 
into scoring position twice with 
sacrifice bunts. 
No-hit I Atry Dierker didn’t make 
any mistakes Friday night. Catcher 
Ed Herrmann wouldn't let him. 
The result was the first nohitter of 
the season, a four-walk 6-0 triumph for 
Dierker and the Houston Astros over 
the Montreal Expos. 
“I caught Joe Horlen’s no-hitter in 
1967,” Herrmann recalled. “I also lost 
two no-hitters with two out in the ninth.

Sharply 
higher prices for steel and gsoline 
pushed wholesale prices up four-tenths 
of a per cent in June, the government 
said today. 
The increase com pared with a rise of 
three-tenths of a per cent in May and 
was in line with relatively modest 
inflation rates so far this year at both 
the wholesale and retail level. 
F arm and food price increases 
slowed last month but an acceleration 
in industrial prices, led by steel and 
gasoline, was largely responsible for 


the over-all wholesale price increase, 
the I^b o r D epartm ent said. 
F ears of a new outburst of inflation 
were expressed by many economists 
after an eight-tenths of a per cent jum p 
in wholesale prices in 
April, the 
biggest rise in six months. But the 
slowdown in May and June is expected 
to help dampen those fears. 
The Ford adm inistration forecast an 
inflation rate of about 6 per cent this 
year, high by historical standards but 
down from the 7 per cent rate in 1975 
and far below the near record 12.2 per 


cent increase in 1974. 
In June, the wholesale price index 
stood at 183.1, m eaning it cost $183.10 
to buy the sam e goods that sold for $100 
in the 1967 base period. 
Industria’ . .‘ices rose fivetenths of a 
per cent last month with m etal and fuel 
products accounting for m ore than half 
the increase, the governm ent said. 
Gasoline prices were up 3.7 per cent 
while m etal products rose 1.1 per cent, 
largely as the result of previously 
announced increases in certain steel 
mill products. 


Farm prices, which rose sharply in 
April and May, slowed to an increase 
of threetenths of a per cent in June. 
Prices declined for fresh and dried 
fruits and vegetables, livestock, plant 
and anim al fibers and milk. 
Processed foods and feeds rose four- 
tenths of a per cent in June, following 
increases of 1.9 per cent in April and 
1.3 per cent in May. 
S h arp in c re a se s in p rices for 
m a n u fac tu red an im al feeds w ere 
offset by lower prices for sugar and 
confectionary.
